The game, played at the Paul 
Sauvé Arena, the Carabins* home 
rinl^ was' closely fought all the 
way.

Seconds after the penally expir- 
ed, John Gilfillan stole the puck 
at center-ice and raced in with line 
mates Lariy Jones and Thibodeau, 
The three peppered Regent Beaa 
âet, the U of M goalie, with sev- 
eral shots- and finally Jones rifled 
the puck home from point-blank 
range at 7:51. / ' 

The.U of M. came close to scor- 
ing a minute later when ace wing- 
er Marcel Landreville took a shot 
from the blue line which caromed 
off the left post, hit the right one, 
and bounced out. . . 

.GOOD GOAL TENDING 
The Redmen failed to capitallM 
on a Carabin penalty at 9:34. From 
about the 15 minute mark until 
the end of the period, U of M had 
the edge on play. Only some spark- 
ling goal tending by Alex Ilcrron 
kept the Carabins off the score 
sheet as they outshot the Redmen 
17-14. 

Each club scored two goals in 
the second period, with. Marcel 
Landreville notching his first of 
the night at 3:29, Landreville got 
bis second in a row at 8:50 of the 
middle frame on a shot from just 
inside the blue' line. Once again 
the Redmen were shorthanded, 
this time with Jones in the sin bin. 
r MAU6HÀN SCORES 
G. B. Maughan got McGilj's sec- 
ond goal 'on a.long;8hot from the 
blue line that went ' in over the 
prone body of goalie Beaudet, who 
was sprawled in ttoai of the cage. 
Flaherty and Moaeley assisted. 

At 12:39, on passes from Jones 
and Thibodeau, hardworking Gil- 
fillan blinked the red light for the 
Redmen, popping in the puck from 
right In front. 

The Redmen outshot their oppo- 
nents. 6-5 in this period. 



The Sheaf Stays in CUP 

■ "The SheaP', the University of Saskatchewan's newspaper, will remain a -member of 
Canadian University Press, and will send two delegates to CUP's national conference to be held 
at Ryerson In Deciamber. 



The paper had withdrawn from 
CUP two weeks ago, due to a de- 
cision of the University's Student 
Council not to pay the necessary 
entrance fees. In protest, the Editor 
of the Sheaf, together with many 
members of his staff, threatened 
to resign unless the Council re- 
versed its decision. This led to a 
debate , and secret ' ballot on the 
issue. 

/ TIME 
Due to the shortage of time, each 



member of the Council spoke once 
on the topic, followed .by re- 
cognition ,by the chair of two 
speakers in favour of the motion 
and two against. The principal 
reasons stated against the Sheaf 
rejoining CUP were : news of na- 
tional-interest could be obtained 
from other sources, such as other 
University newspapers; the most 
effective way of . making CUP im- 
prove was to drop but for the rea- 
son that it was valueless; the Sheaf 



should improve its own organiza- 
tion before attempting to control 
others. 

PRO ARGUMENTS 

Arguments in favour of the mo- 
tion mentioned the fact that CUP 
was valueless because the delega- 
tes to the conferences were poor 
— the solution to the problem 
would lie in the, sending of more 
competent delegates; also, other 
campuses might cease to send their

Tradition is a mighty wonderful thing. Some- 
times, however, it can become too mighty and not 
wonderful enough; Such a situation seems to have 
crept up on the field of educational policies In the 
past few years. 

In p recent. edition of the "Spelling Progress Bul- 
letin", Editor Newell Tune comments t "Evidence con 
be produced to^ show that by,^ f of ^*^* '"o** frequent 
cause of school 1dr6p*out is poof^reading ability. Read- 
ing and spelling ore two of the three basic, funda- 
mental skills needed to be able to stay in school, yet 
the (American) Council for Basic Education chooses 
to' ignore evidence presented to them about the cau- 
ses of difficulties in learning to spell and read." 

A few weeks ago Time magazine carried a re- 
port by English professor Arther S. Trace entitled "What 
Ivan knows that Johnnie doesn't". Statistics in the 
document stated that, the U.S. first garder attains 
a vocabulary of 158 words, growing to 1,800 words 
by his fourth year. The Russian student, on the other 
hand, has a vocabulary of 2,000 words by the end 
of his first year at school and a vocabulary of 8,000 
words at the third grade level. Aside froni the inter- 
national implications, the.report. is.a .deplorqble com- 
ment on the American educational 'sy'steiïiT 

Neither can Canadians escape fire in this ins- 
tance since the same "Tom, Dick and Jane" material 
is used in our schools. As a matter of fact, we do not 
have to look any further than McGill and Sir George 
William's Universities to discover that the above cri- 
ticisms, despite their American source, ore equally 
"applicable to the Canadian scene. 

At McGill we have often heard professors an- 
nounce to their classes before handing out term pa- 
per assignments that papers will be docked for spell- 
ing errors. A justifiable regulation indee'd, but it is 
a shame that such announcements have to be made 
at the college leVel. Sir George schedules night cour- 
ses In speed reading and how to improve your read- 
ing, these classes having a' fair representation of col- 
lege students. 

' In all honesty, we cannot say that Canadian 
educators are not aware of the problem.. They can't 
help but so be. The point Is, how much is awareness, 
how much is oral or paper consideration, how miich 
is actual reformptory action and how much is plain 
adherence to tradition ? ' . 

In 1838, Horace Mann said that "children don't 
understand what they read". In view of such opi- 
nions, primers were changed from high-level voca- 
bulary content to "See-Spot riin". In 1961 further 
opinions on the subject are being voiced. Perhaps now 
is. the time to break with tradition again and insti- 
tute an up-to-date mode of instruction at the very 
basic levels of reading and spelling.

From The Ivory Tower . 

A Question 




Designs for the new campus of the University of Baghdad were described last Friday 
evening In the School of Architecture by Mr. Morse Payne of The Architect* Collaborative of 
^o'ston, the firm responsible for its conception and possible realization. Mr. Payne's account was 
delivered In .the strange language of architectural. designers by which his listeners were Intro- 
duced to the Idea of the^energy of earth inounds, a queer. Independent life of motor cars and 
other unexepected animations which live at the point of a designer's pencil. 



Mr. Payne commenced by men- 
tioning that the site of the 
University' was chosen some dis- 
tance from "down-town Bagh- 
dad" where the University is 
at present ajid ; where the acti- 
vities of students sometimes dis- 
turb the political scene'. - The 
plans .showed that- this, problem 
will have been completely solved 
as the new- University will be 
surrounded by the swift water 
of the Tigris and a- brief stretch 
of open land that could easily 
be controlled. 

The proposed University Is an 
example of western aid to a less 
technically advanced country, in 
the form of a total production 
in which the recipient provides 
little more than raw material 
and unskilled labour. While the 
finished worlc. will' be a wonder 
to behold and a facility for 
untold development, one wonders 
whether people are not heli>cd 
, more by being helped less and 
whether a less ambitious uni- 
versity that could grow to ma- 
turity in the hands of the peo- 
ple who will operate it, might 
not be more in the nature of 
what a university is. At least 
in housing we know that as- 
sisting people to build better 
adobe huts is more construc- 
tive than transplanting a bit 
of an American city. > 

What is being proposed at 
Baghdad and what is proposed 
at McGill, produces a jarring 
conflict of architectural process- 
es that deserves some reflection. 
The University of Baghdad is 
a complete design by one of the 
world's foremost firms of archi- 
tects and none could fail to 
enjoy the technical expertness 
in the handling of every detail, 
the remarkable unity of all the 
buildlngi|andl their logical, yet 
scnsltfvëwwgement. It appears 
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to be clearly architect's archi- 
tecture and one must suppose 
the designers W6re given an 
unusually free' hand. Mr. Payne 
did not mention any Interfe- 
rence that might have resulted 
from .a single opinion of a ■mem- 
ber of the faculty. Only the 
King of Iraq and later his suc- 
cessor, the "Primé Minister", 
were mentioned as having had

any part of the proposal, such 
as the decision to increase the 
auditorium from 1,800 to. 5,000 
seats and again when the origi- 
nal estimate was exceeded by 
some twenty million an addi- 
tional thirty million was coope- 
ratively provided. Moreover, we 
were told the library was in- 
creased "overnighr* by half a 
million volumes, not likely a de- 
cision of a librarian. At another 
time the Mosque was . moved 
from the centre of the campus 
to a more remote site, a- happy 
architectural idea particularly 
following the vast Increase in 
size of the centrals auditorium, 
yet one might also have - been 
related to a coincidental change 
' In government and ' religious 
sentiment.' 



One suspects, however, that 
the plan for Baghdad* is a uni- 
que example of a university 
where the architects were given 
the .opportunity' of determining 
both Its philosophy, and program- 
!me bt'studlcs '88 well as its 
entire :physlcal form, perhaps an 
Ideal situation from an archi- 
tect's and particularly an archi- 
tectural student's point of view. ' 
How it will be completed and 
how It will work are therefore 
questions of the utmost inte- 
rest to those who ponder the 
complexities of local architectu- 
ral practice. The problems of 
meeting the muddled and chang- 
ing needs of departmental chair- 
men, the strategy of presidents 
and the whims of benefactors 
which tax the art of local pare- 
titioners, wère' not .explored. 
None of McGUl's ; appointed ' ar- 
chitects were present; nor.:were 
many of their potential . critics, 
so one cannot conclude 'that ' 
the .design of Baghdad ' will 
amount to much of an influen-* 
ce at McGill.

^Man An Animal' 
Says ISGWU Dean

"Man U undoubtedly an animal — his very physiological 
functions prove this." This, said Dean Henry , Hall, Principal of 
Sir George Williams University, Is universally accepted in our 



present age. 

Dr. Hall made this statement as 
a member of the papel which met 
at SGWU yesterday as. guests of 
Ilillel. It discussed the eternal 
question "What Is Man 7", and con- 
sisted of Dr. Hall, Professor A. Ler- 
mcr, Professor J. Zweig^ Rabbi 
Cass, and moderator, Professor 
Raciiacl Wasscrman. With the ex- 
ception of It^ibbl Cass, the entire 
group are members of the staff of 
SGWU. 

MAMMAL 

Dr. Hall, the first panelist to 
speak, said that biochemically man 
is undoubtedly a mammal. Taking 
another point of view, he conceded 
that we do come across a "duali- 
ty". This duality, of man has been 
a puzzle to all ages and has, in our 
own age, been intensified by many 
great scientific advances. 

Professor Lermer, an economist, 
took his own point of view of man. 
He agreed with Disraeli's state- 
ment which says that the desire of 
increased gmeans^and.4eisvre.. are 
the "twodvlllzefs of inan*|,:He ex- 
plained that we arejtoyihg to dis- 
.cern which one of tHese'^factors is 
dominant today. 

PRODUCER 

"Man has turned out to be a far 
greater producer than the econo 
mists of early times ever hoped 
for", Lermer stated. "Today there 
is no need for poverty or starva 
tion, but we have been unable to 
eliminate it from our world. Peo- 
ple in the nineteenth century as- 
sumed that once man . licked his 
economic problems, he would be 
able to rise to his predestined 
heighL". This general belief was 
also put forward in the writings 
of Karl Marx, who thought that if 
man could organize his .economic 
affairs, he would be able to act in 
the best spirit. 

"Today" Professor Lermer . went 
on to say, "we have, solved many 
economic problems, but man 
creates leisure isimply to satisfy 
his non-creative deisires". This lack 
of equality between creativity and 
leisure is our main problem. How- 
ever, he feels contidèrit that man 
has "inner spiritual values" which 
force him to search for a better 
equilibrium between these two 
goals.. 

PSYCHOLOGIST 

Professor J. Zwclg, a psycholo- 
gist, discussed the many different 
images of man, and some of the 
different approaches used by psy- 
chologists in attempts to classify 
him. 

One important idea which once 
had wide support is the concept of 
a "complete or full man". This 
concept tends to emphasize the

angelic nature of man, rather, than 
his animalistic nature, and thus 
we have lost sight of it "Most 
contemporary concepts put more 
emphasis on the latter" said Pro- 
fessor Zweig. 

Psychologists have tried many 
approaches in finding an accurate 
image of man, he continued. For 
example, there is the common- 
sense approach, in which man is 
classified according to his political 
beliefs, or his way of life. Another 
approach is to classify man ac- 
cording to his dominant motives 
in life. Such Images as that of the 
"status seeker" of the "conformist" 
have been derived from this. line 
of study. 

"These approaches regard man 
with a piece-meal approach, and," 
Professor Zwleg. concluded, "it is 
difficult to classify man as a 
whole." 

"Religion gives lu an imagé of 
man which sees him as whole and 
complete," concluded -Rabbi Cass, 
the last panelist to speak. "To un 
derstand his religious Image, man 
has been endowed with a free will 
which enables him to act aiid to 
be aware of what is good."
